That pro- 
position will be found in a bool 
published in German by Stefan 
Th. Possony, an authority in mat- 
ters of. strategy and an economist 
_ of gonsiderable reputation. The 
‘book deals with “the economy of 
total war,”.and the passage quoted 
: above gives a clear idea of Ger- 
“man thought on the. subject, of 
blockade.’ As for “total’? war. it 
was the German general, Luden- 
dorff, who in a now famous work 
was the most fanatical exponent 
of the conception of a war which 
should demand the employment of 
the maximum resources of a coun— 
try. ‘at the highest degree of in- 
tensity and with utter vruthless- 
ness, in order -to achieve a light- 
ning victory. ; 


It is precisely this two-edged 
process which the rulers of the 
Reich are putting into practice in 
the present conflict. On Jand the 
Germans have followed the ideas 


outlined in Possony’s book-—“the 
land offensive must be powerfully 
supported by an army of tanks and 
aeroplanes.” 


_ But what is the economic situa- 

tion which this German military 
process creates? It must be borne 
in mind that mechanised warefare 
is not only one of destruction, but 
that it has brought in {ts wake 
the enslavement to Germany of 
many nations on thé continent of 
Europe. That being.so, it is clear 
that however great may be the 
booty which is robbed from the 
peoples conquered by Germany, 
the economic ‘result is nothing 
short of disastrous for the Reich 
itself, 


German Debility 


By reducing twentieth century 
warfare to the level of barbarian 
devastations, the new German 
system of war results in a terrible 
reduction of the economic wealth 
of the’ conquered nations, without 
‘conterring any real sorspensating

economy. The German people. is 
no better off. On the contrary: by 
the impoverishment of all 
vital forces of the conquered na- 
tions, the position of the German 
people is that of a military con- 
‘queror economically vanquished.. 


_The economy of the German 
people has for long been in a state 
of extreme debility. The new Ger-~ 
man conquests will make its in- 
ferior standard of living perman- 
ent, for thee will have to be fur- 
ther sacrifices in ‘addition to those 
which the German people was 
called upon to make in order to

Besides, the economic welfare of 
a peaple depends on the welfare 
ot other peoples. 


On land therefore the policy of 
the Reich has achieved: one result 
only: it has terribly reduced the 
economic_potential of other peoples 
and thereby of its own. At sea, the 
consequences of ‘German policy 
have been even more. disastrous 
for the economy of the Reich. It 
is no doubt in order to hide ‘that 
fact that German propaganda- has. 
given out recently this elaim—as 
the Reich has conquered all the 
Westain seaboard of Europe, from 
the Pyrenees to the.north, — the 
bleckadg of the Reich is" without 
effect. But the truth is very dif- 
ferent, and the facts themselves 
supply the best dementi ot the 
German claim. 


Resources Of Terrorism 


It must not be forgotten that it 
was the Reich itself which, from 
the outset of war, tried to impose 
a blockade against England, with- 
out however disposing of any legi- 
timate means to make it effective.

may claim to dispose of the ports. 
The fact is that ‘she cannot use 
them. It is the British Navy which 


‘debars her from using them, and 


all the propaganda in the world 
cannot alter that simple fact.. 


Efficacy Counts 


The fact that the region subject- 
ed to blockade is an extensive one 
does not in any way affect the 
principle of blockade. What counts 
is the efficacy of the blockade. 
Moreover, it is evident that, even 
before the cra of Trafalgar, a sea 
blockade did not consist merely in 
drawing ‘a cordon of warships 
yound « port.

The methods were varied. 
Money was spent freely where it 
was expected to do the most good, 
in corrupting authors, journalists, 
molders of public opinion. The 
corruption did not always, -per- 
haps did not usually assume the 
form of crude bribery. 

But in the years before the war 
the German Propaganda ‘Ministry 
ran up a sizable bill in fihancing 
trips of French groups and indi- 
viduals to Germany, in promoting 
German translations of the works 
of French authors who were little 
known in their own country, in 
filtering into French high society 
polished and cultivated agents who 
Beew the psychology and praju- 
dices of the French aristocracy 
and wealthy classes and exploited 
these prejudices for Germany’s 
ends. 

These agents played down the 
social leveling, revolutionary, ant! 
xeligious tendencies of the Nazi 
movement. The represented Herr 
Hitler as a force for iaw and order, 
a man who had suppressed bol- 
shevism jin Germany and only 
wanted an opportunity, to Rant 
bolshevism in Russia, 

This propaganda fell on espe- 
cially sympathetic ears during the 
period of the Popular Front when 
‘the Frerich bourgeosie lived in a 
genuine, if highly exaggerated ap- 
prehension of social revolution at 
home, stimulated by the social and’ 
civil war that was proceeding in 
Spain, at France’s very doors.

these men were not in 
positions where they could 
direct editorial © policy; © but 
both were apparently under strong 
suspicion of operating a German 
slush fund for disposition among 
needy and unscrupulous wales 
and journalists. 


Matter Was Nushed Up 


One of the journalists passed on 
after his arrest. The whole case, 
which showed signs of developing 
into a first rate. scandal, 
hushed up. 

Although Herr Abetz and some 
of his associates, ymong whom 
were two attractive and gifted wo- 
men, Baroness Von Einem and 
Princess Hohenlohe, had left 
France before the beginning of. the 
war, their work left permantént 
effects.

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“PN oa total war the economic 

blocitade must be considered as 
the principal weapon.” That pro- 
position will be found in.a book 
published in German by Stefan 
Th. Possony, an authority in mat- 
ters of strategy and an’ econoitnist 
of considernble reputation. The 
book deals with “the economy of 
total war,” and the passage quoted 
above gives a clear idea of Ger- 
man thought on-the subject of 
blockade. As for “total war, it 
was the German general, Luden- 
dorft, who ih a now fM{imous worlc 
was the most fanatical exponent 
of the conception of a war which 
should demand the employment of 
the maximum resources of a coun- 
try, at the highest degree of in- 
tensity and with utter ruthless- 
ness, in order to achieve a light- 
ning victory. - : 


It is precisely this two-edgcd 
process which the rulers of the 
Reich are putting into practice in 
the present conflict. On Jand the 
Germans have followed the ideas 


outlined in Possony’s book—"the 
Jand offensive must be powerfully 
supported by an army of tanks and 
aeroplanes.” 


But what is the economic situa- 
tion which this German military 
process credtes? It must be borne 
in mind that mechanised warcfate 
is not only one of destruction, but 
that it has brought in its wake 
the enslavement to Germany of 
many nations on the continent of 
Europe. That being so, it is cleir 
that however great may be Lhe 
booty which is robbed from the 
peoples conquered by Germany, 
the economic result is nothing 
short of disastrous for the Reich 
itself. 


German Debility 


By reducing twenticth century 
warfare. to: the level of barbarian 
devastations, the new Germain 
system of war results in a terrible 
reduction of the economic wealth 
of the conquered nations, without 
ebnferring any real eee 


benefit, . héwever,, on: German 
cconomy. The German people fs 
no better off..@h the contrary: by 
the impoverishment of all the 


vital forces of the conquered nda- 


tions; the position of the Getinan 
people is that of a military con» 
queror economitally vanquished:

Besides, the economic welfare of 
a people depends on the welfare 
of other peoples. 


Oh land therefore the policy of 
the Reich has achieved one résult 
only: it -has ‘terribly reduced the 
economic potential of other peoples 
atid thereby of its own. At sea, the 
consequences of German policy 
havea been even more disastrous 
{ar the economy of the Reich. It 
is no doubt in order to, hide that 
fact that German propaganda has 
given out recently this claini—as 
the Refch has conquered all the 
Western seaboard of Europe, from 
the Pyrenees to the north, | the 
bleckade of the Reich is without 
effect. But the truth is very dif- 
ferent, and the facts themselves 
supply the best derhenti of mie 
German claim. 


Resources Of Terrorism 


‘It must not be forgotten that it 
was the Reich itself which, from 
the outset of war, {ried 1o impose 
a blockade agdihst England, with- 
out however disposing of any legi- 
timate means to make it effective, 
To make up tor et deliciency, 


all the resources of terrorisin were 
called fn. 
sunk Without warhing, Passenger 
lhicrs were torpedbed and tlie de- 
fencéless' crews of lightships were 
muchingigunned. All this was done 
without ‘distinction of flag and 
without. any respect for the néu- 
trality of any nation. 


Any ship that came near 
coasts of the British Isles risked 
being sunk by German magnetic 
nilhes,. by submarine and by air- 
craft. That was what the. rulers 
of the Reich called a sea blockade! 
But the German attempt to isolate 
Great Britain from the world fail- 


ed, British naval forces found ap- 
propriate means of defence against 


the sea-borne commerce of all 
nations With Great Britain con- 
tinued, 


For nearly a century inter- 
national usage has recognised the 
followihg principle as universal: 
a sea blockade to be binding must 
be made effective by any nation 
applying it. Germany could, not 
and cannot fulfil that indispensable 
condition: On the contrary, she is 
faced by. a naval force which can, 
in fact, impose such a bleckade-— 
the British Navy. The fact that 
Gerinany claims to dispose of cer- 
idim Atlantic ports docs nothing to 
modify that situation. Germany 
muy claim todispose of the ports. 
tlie fact is that. she cannot use 
therm. It is the British Navy which 
debars her from using them, and 
wr the propagandh in the world 
cannot alter that simple fact, 


Efficacy Counts

The following report was writ- 
.ten by a pilot whose story Is uni- 
que in the service. He is a flight- 
Yeutenant, born in the United. 
States, who has already shot down 
.gight enemy aircraft and crippled 
three or four more. He took a 
short service commission in the 
Royal Air Force in 1936 and was 
posted to a fighter squadron. He 
writes; — 


“IT got my first German last 
Nevember, It was the first. enemy 
aircraft to be shot down in the 
Straits of Dover in this war. I 
was on patrol between Deal and 
Calais, leading a section of three 
Hurricanes from my squadron, 
when we spotted, at 12,000ft,, a 
Dornier 17 Flying Pencil.
